1 . This office action is in response to the amendment filed on January 1 8, 2008. 

2. Applicant amended claims 1-5 and 8-11, and cancelled claims 12-19. 

3. Claims 1-11 are allowed. 

4. The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject matter: 
The present invention is directed to a method to write information to two geographically 

separated virtual tape servers based on a adjustable aggregated bandwidth and wherein a first 
virtual tape server and a second virtual tape server are in communicating with one or more host 
computers via a virtual tape controller and one or more first or second virtual host computer. 
Claims 1 is uniquely identify a distinct feature "setting virtual tape controller (VTC) throughput 
threshold, setting an age threshold, providing file to second virtual tape server, determining the 
age of a queued copy job, determining if the actual VTC throughput and when the actual VTC is 
greater than throughput threshold determining if the age of queued copy job is less than age 
threshold, and if the age of queued copy is not less than age threshold decreasing the first 
adjustable aggregate bandwidth" and in combination with other limitations as set forth in the 
independent claims. Claims 2-1 1 are allowed due to dependent claims.
